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REPORT. 


To the Honorable, the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Oregon: 


In compliance with the General Laws of Oregon, we the under- 
signed Pilot Commissioners for the Columbia and Willamette rivera 
beg leave to submit the following biennial report: 

The first meeting of the present Board was held in the City of 
Astoria, November 15, 1880, and organized by the election of J. A. 
Brown, of Portland, as Chairman. 

The Board appointed S. Y. McKean, Secretary. 

Made first semi-annual visit to the bar November 16th; examined 
the tng boats in service, viz: the "Astoria," *C. J. Brenham,” and 
“Columbia,” and found"them well supplied with the appliances neces- 
sary for carrying on the business of piloting and towing on this bar. 

Daring our term of office we have issued branches as river pilots to 
the following named persons, viz: M. M. Gilman, Granville Reed, T. 
E, Ferchen, James Strang, P. Johnson, H. A. Snow, Geo. A. Pease, 
W. A. Betts, F. O. Congdon, E. J. Moody and C. W. Sprague; also to 
das. T. Gray, as harbor pilot at Portland. 

And we have issued branches to pilot on the bar as follows: To A. 
W. Hewett, Thos. H. Latham, A. D. Wass, G. C. Flavel, Cyrus Har- 
riman, Chas. S, Gunderson and H. A. Mathews. 

Of the above named river pilots we have revoked' the branches of 
Geo. A. Pease and E, J. Moody; the former for continued absence from 
the pilot grounds without the consent of the Board, and tlie latter for 
iicompetency caused by drunkenness while in the performance ot his 
dnty as pilot. : 
His trial was had November 29, 1881, on complaint of the cousignees 
of Br. Bk. “Santon,” particulars of which appear upon the records of 
Bis office. ] 
And of the bar pilots we haverevoked the branchesof A. W. Hewett 
d H. A. Mathews, they not being connected with any pilot or tug 
at as required by law. 
In April, 1831, the schooner “J. C. Cousins,” 48.83 tons, was placed 
n this bar as a pilot boat, the pilots connected with her, five in 
mber, obtaining thei branches from Washington Territory Commis- 
ers; but at our semi-annual meeting in May, 1881,"we issued a

branch to Geo. W. Wood, one of their number, he being the only one 
who applied to ns for a branch. - 

We attach herewith as a part of this report a copy of Rules and 
Regulations adopted by the Board for guidance in receiving applica- 
tions, granting branches, conducting trials, etc.; 300 copies of which 
we have had printed for distribution. The same gives rates of pilotage 
as fixed by us for intermediate points on the river, and provision for 
allowing river pilots $5 00 per day for detention. ; 

We also attach a list of the number of arrivals at this port, and 
tonnage, for each month during the two years euding July 31, 1882. 

In conclusion we would say, that the growing commerce of our State 
requires a number of changes in the present Pilot Laws; and in order 
to make the service more efficient, the compensation of the Commis- 
sioners should certainly be more than the pitiful sum of one hundred 
dollars per year, and their duties shonld be more fully defined, espe- 
ciaily in regard to investigating the canses of accidents that may hap- 
pen to shipping, and particularly when no complaints are made to the 
Board, such accidents having a very injurious effect on our commerce.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS | 


Adopted by the Board of Pilot Commissioners for the Columbia and 
illamette Rivers, Astoria, Oregon, U. S. A., May, 1881: 


1. The semi-annnal meetings of the board shall he held at the office 
of the board in Astoria, Oregon, on the first Monday in November and 
May of each vear. T 

2. All applications for licenses or branches to pilot on the Columbia 
river bar, must state the number of years experience at sea, and the 
capacity in which such applieant has acted and his experience on this 
bar, and be recommended by not less than one “bar pilot and one or 
more shipmasters; also be aecompanied by a bond in the sum of tive 


thousand dollars, with good and enfficient snreties, conditioned upon the 


faithful performance of his duties as such pilot. 

3. All applications for license or branch to pilot on the Columbia 
and Willamette rivers from Astoria to Portland must state the number 
of years experience on said rivers, and the capacity in which such ap- 
plicant has acted, and must be recommended by not less than one li- 
censed river pilot and two or more experienced masters of river steam- 
ers; also be accompanied by a bond in the sum of three thousand 
dollars w.th good and sufficient sureties conditioned upon the faithtal 
performance of his duties as sach river pilot, 

4. Whenever any master, agent or consignee of any sailing vessel, 
steamship or steamer, shall desire to make a complaint against any 
pilot licensed by this board, for neglect, carelessness or incompetency, 
or malicious conduct wlile in the discharge ot his duties as pilot, on 
said vessel or steamer, said master, agent or consignee shall tile with 
the secretary of this board a written complaint specitying the charges 
against said pilot, and shall deposit with the secretary the sum of 
twenty dollars, tuking his receipt therefor, and in case said pilot shall 
be found guilty of the charges so preferred against him, then the money 
deposited by said master, agent or consignee shall be returned to him ; 
and all expeuses attending the examination of pilots on charges so pre- 
ferred, shall be taxed against the party at fault. 

5. lt shall be the duty of pilots to give the secretary of this board 
any information they may possess regarding the name of vessels-arriv- 
ing and departing, their class, tonnage, draft of water, and amount 
received tor pilotage. 

6. That uo bar or river pilot shall be allowed to absent himself trom 
his pilot ground for a longer period than five days without first obtain- 
ing permission of a majority of this board, à 

7. That all bar pilots shall state in their applieation, or file with the 
secretary of the board, the name aud tonnage of the steam tug or sail 
pilot boat to which they belong, and the failure of auy pilot to comply

with the provisions of these resolutions shall be deemed a suflicient 
cause for the suspension or revoeation of the said pilot license. 

8. That on and after the first day of June, 1881, all applications for 
branches filed previons to the organization of the present board, shall 
be considered cancelled; and any party wishing to obtain a branch 
either as river or bar pilot shall proceed according to the rules and reg- 
ulations now in force. d 

9. That the rate of pilotage for the Columbia and Willamette rivers 
shall be as follows : .
